Esteva lived on a ranch about sev­ 
en miles south of Matamoras and had 
left his three children at the house 
while he worked in th e field. A Mex­ 
ican lion. now rarely seen in th a t 
part of Mexico, appeared In the yard 
and crawled up to the three-year-old 
child. The child, thinking it a new* 
pet. began stroking it, when th e lion 
leaped upon it, terribly lacerating 
the little body. 
The screams of the child attracted 
the father who. running to the child's 
assistance, grabbed the lion. which 
turned upon him. For fifteen m in­ 
utes the man and animal fought, the 
Mexican with hi6 knife. W hen fin­ 
ally he drove the knife into the heart 
of the animal Esteva dropped m o r­ 
tally wounded. His body was terribly 
torn by the anim al's claws.
